MANY DEATHS IN MINE

SEVEN DEAD ALREADY TAK-
EN OUT.

From Fifty to Seventy-five Men Are
Still in the Mine, and All May
Be L.ost—Disasier at Kear-
sarge Mine, Near Vir-

" ginia City.

Butte, Mont., Nov. B8.—A dis-
patch to ‘the Iater-Mountain from
Virginia City, Mont., says: Seven
are 'degd, a number mwore burned
and perhaps ecores lost in the ua-
derground workings of the mins in
a fire' which started in- the Kear-
sarge mine, esituated a2t Summit,
sight miles from here, this morning.
The known dead are, Superintend-
ent R. B. Turner, of the mine, =&

"These sevea bodies have
b-en recovered. * From 50 to 75
men are etill ‘down io the mioe and
may bave perizhed.

Htate Department Instructs Acting
Consul-Genseral Ehrman to En-
ter Into Relations With

* Washisgton, Nov 6.—The Unit-
ed States government hagrecognized
the de faclo government of Panama.

Washington, Nov, 6.—The fol-
lowing telegram was  eeat. by the
state department tod_a.y.to,Mr_. Ehr-
man, the  acling-conaul general of
the Unned States at Panams:

“Tee people of Panama have by
an appsrently upanimous move-
ment dissolved their political rela-
tions with the republie of Colombia
and asspmed their independence.
When you are eatisfied that a de
facto, government, republican in
form and without subatantial op-
position from its own , people, bhas
been estublished jn the state of
Psnama, you will enter into rela-
tiops. with it as the respoosible goy-
ernment of the, territory, and logk
to it for all dua action t;) protect the
perron property of the citizens
oftha% d States and to ki
